He 
said there was no way the Presi- 
dent could force Congress to keep 
the papers secret. 

White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Zeigler said Mr. Nixon acted 
because of “the special circumstan- 
ces created by the recent unsu- 
thorized disclosures." He empha- 
sized the study will remain top 
secret. 

Mr. Ziegler said the President felt 
the disclosures had created a situa- 
tion in which Congress “would ne- 
cessarily be making judgment... on 
the basis of incomplete data which 
could give a distorted impression of 
the report's contents. “For that 
reason, the President feels that it 
is only fair to Congress and to per- 
sons mentioned in the documents 
that the full report be made avai- 
lable.” 

NIXON ‘NOT VOUCHING’ 

The Government, through the Jus- 
tice Department, has been resisting 
ip the courts newspaper publication 
of stories based on the secret study. 
Ziegler added that, “Since the do- 
cuments relate primarily to the 
Johnson and Kennedy periods, .Pre- 
sident Nixon pointed out that he is 
not In a position to vouch for their 
accuracy or their completeness.”

Saigon police foil plot 
to seize U.K. diplomat 


SAIGON (AP). — South Vietnamese police claimed yesterday to have 
broken up a Vietcong plot in which a British diplomat and his wife 
were to be kidnapped and their official car uséd for an armed attack

CoL Nguyen Mau, assistant to 
the National Police Director, told 
@ news conference that police have 
foiled the bizarre plot and arrested 
21 persons, including an elderly do- 
mestic couple who worked for the 
diplomat, NF.J. “Johnnie” Mercer. 

‘Mercer, 43, First Secretary of 
Administration in the British Em- 
bassy, said he knew police had ar- 
rested his cook but had no know- 
ledge of the plot in which he was 
the central figure. 

The plot first became known to 
police in May when they  inter- 
cepted a clandestine Vietcong radio

for members of the Viets' N-10 
Sapper Battalion, operating in the 
Saigon area, to kidsap Mercer and 
his wife, Rita, and use their car 
in a boki attempt to get into the 
Palace grounds with guns and ex- 
plosives. ΤΕ something arose to pre- 
vent that, National Police Head- 
quarters was to be an alternate 
target. 


HOME UNDER SURVEILLANCE 

Once police learned of the plan, 
Mau said, they put the Mercer 
home under surveillance.

produce

[ERA must go over to the 

unltized pallet system of export 
— or see Its exports of fresh and 
processed fruits and vegetables 
grind to a halt. This is stated by 
Mr. John Candia, (4, OBE, 
(Order of the British Empire) aud 
F.C.LS, (Fellow of the Chartered 
Institute of Secretaries}, who refers 
to himself as a “practical man” 
rather than an expert. But it was 


aganexpert that Candia, director of - 


the United Fruit Shippers, Ltd. of 
London, was sent here by the 
United Nations Industrial Develop- 
ment Organization, He hag spent 
the past five montha here as guest 
of the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry. 

A “pallet” is simply a platform 
with four stubby legs. It generally 
Measures ome metre by 1.20 metres; 
and the cartons placed on it are 
generally of uniform size. Thus, at 
the sorting and packing warehouse 
in the interior of Israel it can be 
“fork-lifted"” onto a van; from then 
on, unt it is handed over to the 
distributors in the U.E., for example, 
it is “fork-lifted," thus effecting 
tonsiderable savings in time, labour 
and money. The frult and vege- 
tables also arrive in much better 
condition. 

“In shipping fresh fruits and ve- 
getables, every minute is valuable,” 
he sotes, For example, a recent 
law in the U.K. limits the time a 
van driver can “wait at the port 
or drive” to exactly nine hours, If 
the driver has to wait at the port 
for any considerable time, he may 
be forced to deliver the fruit a 
day late. 

The problem is that the pallets 
are expensive, They gost about IL12 
each, and since they are expend- 
able — not returned to Israel — this 
adds up to considerable amounts. 
Mr. Candia believes that ff the 
cost were reduced to IL6 apiece, 
the savings effected all along the 
Hine — on time, labour and money 
— would balance each other out. 
Thus, the pallet would in fact cost 
nothing. 

One solution is to give exporters 
a rebate on the timber they must 
{import to build pailets; another is 
to find a substitute material, such 
as plastic. 

“With all your technology and 
skill, I'm sure you'll find the right 
angwer. Anyway, with labour in

Japanese recession expected 
to fade; growth to resume 


TOKYO (Reuter). — 

APAN is expected to resume its 

rapid economic growth in the 
near future as a short-lived reces- 
sion draws to an end. 

The recession, which set in late 
last year, slowed expamsion of this 
economic giant to far tbelow its 
previous real annual growth rate 
of 12 per cent. 

But a massive export drive has 
helped many Japanese industries, 
notably automobile and colour tele- 
vision, to reduce high inventories — 
a major cause of the recession — 
to normal levels. 

By mid-1971 Japan's exports 
were running at nearly 30 per cent

of Autumn” fg one of the most 
interesting and original works f 
bewe heard recently. Scored for 
violin, alto flute, clarinet and pia- 
no, it unvells an entirely new spec- 
trum of sonorities, In sharp contrast 
te many other contemporary works 
which invade our ears with ava- 
lenches of sound masses, Crumb's 


; sonorities and marvellous instru- 


mental effects are so deHcate and 
subtle, that one often encounters 
difficulties in catching their airy 
substance. Thus he seems to be a 
disciple of Webern, although his 
imagination carries him far beyond 
Webern’s tonal combination His 
“Eleven Echoes of Autumn" is en- 
chantment, seductively scored. 

The four players deserve uoll- 
mited admiration for their remark- 
able presentation of this work. Miss 
Fuxon-Heyman could disregard 5}1- 
most everything she learned about 
the keyboard, as the music was 
mostly played directly on the 
strings. Miss Heyman did marvellous 
things and her capacity to iden- 
tify with this kind of music, and 
her clever. cooperation with her 
fellow pleyers, deserves the highest 


praise.

OMPOSER Erich Walter Stern- 
derg celebrated his 80th birth- 
day in May. Shunning publicity and 
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Original and subtle work 


public activity, he has never beer 
much in the limelight. Coming here 
in 1932 meant living in 8. cultural 
and artistic wasteland, and Stern- 
berg can therefore be regarded as 
8 true pioneer. Since then he has 
contributed considerably to Israeli 
music life. 

A composer for about 60 years, 
Sternberg belongs to a category of 
artists, who, althottgh” developing, 
maturing and deepening their ar- 
tistic insight, do not basically 
change their approach and styie. 

Influenced by European post-Ro- 

manticism and neo-Classicism, he 
has steadily been moving from ἰο- 
malty to atonality, but no further. 
More advanced schools and tech- 
niques guch as Dodecephonism, Se- 
rialism, etc. have not influenced 
him. Yet one thing makes his mu- 
sic radically different from thet of 
his contemporaries of the '20s and 
"30s —- hig strong attachment to 
Jewish subjects and themes, espe- 
clally Biblical subjects. “The 
Twelve Tribes of Israel,” “Joseph 
and His Brethren” “The Sacrifice 
of Isaac." the oratorio “The Re- 
surrection of Israel” (still unper- 
formed) and “Ami” (My people), 
& symphonic song cycle to poems 
by Else Lasker-Schueler, are but a 
few examples, 
His works include symphonic 
music, chember music, works for 
Piano and vocal music. A few have 
made history. Paul Hindemith play- 
ed the viola part in Sternherg’s 
Quartet, Claudfo Arrau premiered 
his plano sonata, in Berlin in 1931: 
Michael Taube conducted the first 
performance of ‘“Yishtabah" in 1929 
also in Berlin, He is the first local 
composer to have been performed 
by the Israel Philharmonic Orches- 
tra, back in 2936.

Raphael sets July 1 deadline 
on religious education demand

The N.R.P Knesset faction chief, Dr. Yitzhak Raphael, took his party's crisis with the Alignment 
over autonomy for religious education one atep further yesterday afternoon, when he blamed Deputy 
Premier and Education Minister Yigal Allon squarely for “plunging our country into a crisis... If Mr. 
Allon believes that by going abroad he can shrug off his responsibility for the crisis, we want him to 
know that we aren’t releasing him. In any case, Premier Golda Meir is Acting Education Minister; and 
we want her positive answer to our demands by July 1. If we don't get it, that means the Alignment 
is breaking up the Coalition partnership,” Dr. Raphael told parliamentary. correspondents in the Knesset

He said he felt the public did 
not understand the ΝΡ, position 
adeauately and presented a thick file 
of correspondence with the Premier 
and Mr. Allon over the problem of 
autonomy, including an opinion by 
the Attorney-General, which he 
claimed knocked the ground from 
under the Education Minister's feet.

Htical upheaval at the present grave 
hour, but religious education is very 
important to us, and we will not 
see it harmed," Dr. Raphael said 
Tf che long-standing status quo can- 
mot be preserved, then each district 
must have ἃ senior religious inspec- 
tor, working independently and 
answerable in pedagogic matters 
to the Religious Division in Jerusa- 
lem. 

Dr. Raphael drew confirmation 
from his faction colleagues present, 
when he scornfully rejected insinua- 
tions that the N.R.P. was pressing 
the issue because of internal strife. 

Mark Segat adds: The chairman 
of the Coalition Executive, Mr. 
Moshe Baram, told The Jerusalem 
Post last night that Premier Golda 
Meir, in her capacity as acting 
Minister of Education, was dealing 
directly with the National Religious 
Party's demands. He stressed that 
the matter had nothing to do with 
Coalition politics, and expressed the 
hope that the differences between 
the traditional Coalition Partners 
would be ironed out in the near 
future.

The Minister hinted that it would 
take another two or three months 
for the Attorney-General to com- 
plete a preliminary enquiry which 
Mr. Shapiro had asked him to un- 
dertake, on the basis of the 18- 
section expose. 

At this point, Mr. Shapiro be- 
lieved, it was still impossible to 
cast aspersions upon anybody in 
connection with the journalist's 
charges. ‘Some of the people asked 
to submit information have refu- 
sed," he said. “One of the recal- 
citrants certainly possesses consi- 
derable and detailed information.” 

Discussing the issue of Meyer 
Lansky, the reputed financial brains 
of the Mafia, ‘now living in Israel, 
Mr. Shapiro said court convictions 
were not cssential in appraising 
whether a person had a criminal 
past.

Court upholds 
sentences of 
Eilat mishap

TEL AVIV. — The Supreme Army 
Court of Appeals yesterday upheld 
the verdict of the lower court with 
regard to the sentences handed 
down on five officers and non-com- 
missioned officers of the Engineer- 
ing Corps, who were held respon- 
sible for the explosion in the Eilat 
Naval Port 18 months ago. That 
blast resulted In the death of 24 
soldiers who were returning from 
Shadwan. 

The explosion occurred when a 
lorry, laden with mines, drove off 
8 landing craft onto the shore. Se- 
veral of the mines were primed at 
the time and exploded. 

Of the five defendents, three were 
acquitted — an Engineers Corps 
sergeant and a captain and lieu- 
tenant from the Navy. Two others, 
‘doth officers in the Engineering 
Corps, 2 Weutenant and a second 
Heutenant, were sentenced to 18 
and nine months respectively. 

The Army Supreme Court gat 
after appeals were filed by both 
the Army and the convicted officera. 

The Army claimed that the sen- 
tences handed down by the lower 
court were too lenient; while the 
men, whose names have not been 
released for publication, claimed 
that they had been treated unfairly.

Old City street 
signs painted out 


Several street signs in the Jew- 
ish Quarter of the Old City of Je- 
rusalem have been defaced in the 
past few days.

A group calling itself “Citizens of 
Jerusalem Who Care" has distri- 
buted leaflets justifying the act on 
the grounds that the English and 
Arabic names did not accurately 
render the Hebrew names af the 
streets.
